Unless he has been supplied from an unknown source, the Spanish admiral is now 
suffering §rom depleted coal bunkers. Warships are nothing without coal, and it 
is believed here that the coal in these ships is very low. If this is the case, his 
chances for aggressive work are slim, and his chances for getting away are hardly 
less so. 

* It may be that he will be compelled to stay in the harbor at Santiago. taking 
chances on being able.to resist attack Until the so-called Cadiz fleet can make an 
attempt to relieve him. 

It is the belief at the navy department that this fleet, instead of cruising in 
the waters about Cadiz, as the Madrid rports have her, is well on her way across 
the Atlantic. Whether it will come to Cervera’s relief or will show up somewhere 
On the north Atlantic coast, is purely problematical. 

Something definite will be known in the next few hours, unless the Spanish ad- 
miral has made his escape. In that case there can only be another period of 


waiting.

Registry of the Treasury Judson Lyons and former Representative John R. 
Lynch, of Mississippi, had a long interview with the president today in behalf of 


the colored volunteers who are anxious to take part in the Cuban war. By spe- 


cial appointment Lyons and Lynch called at the white house this afternoon and 


discussed the subject at considerable length with the president, and the latter 


is disposed to give the colored troops an opportunity to show how “nobly” they can 
fight in a hot climate. 
The president was informed that there are thousands of colored men in the 


eouthern states, notably in Georgia, South Carolina and Mississippi, who have 


volunteered their services to the state authorities, but the governors have not 


accepted any but white volunteers. In view of the disposition on the part of the 


white troops to resent the mixing of the two classes of citizens, the president was 
urged to recognize the services of the colored volunteers by assigning them to 
one or more of the immune regiments provided for under existing law. 


Register Lyons assured the president that Georgia is ready to furnish one or 


more regiments from the colored militia of the state. Savannah offers

Intimations That: Spain May Resort to 
Privateering Does Not Affect the 
Washington Officials—Other 
Countries Might Stop It 
if Once It Began. 


Washington, May 23.—It was stated at the 
navy department at the close that no dils- 
patches of any: kind relating to the move- 
ments of the fleets.or of a prospect of an 
engagement had been received during the 
day and that the Wispat¢h received related 
to an inconsequenttal prize case. As the 
ships are now at sea there is no expecta- 
tion of reports until e decisive engagement 
occurs and a. dispatch boat gets to a port, 
or it found Cervera: has eluded our 
search. In the meantime there is a com- 
plete lack of official data by which to fore- 
cast the coming engagement. 

A report was current during the day that 
the big battleship Oregon had arrived at 
Key West, but the department officials 
would notice it only by entering a general 
denial that word had been received of any 
important vessel movement or arrivals. 

Later in the day Associated Press dis- 
patches from Madrid, gtving the sharp de- 
bate in the cortes over the alleged flying 
of the Spanish flag by American warships 
created much comment in naval circles. 
Spain’s protest to the powers that this use 
ef the flag was “cqpwardly and iniquitous’’ 
was dienrissed by naval officers With the 
statement that international law ‘writers 
agreed on the right to use an enemy’s flag 
for purpose of deceit, so long as the flag 
is hauled down before a shot fs fired. The 
United States naval regulations make spe- 
cifie provision on this point. The navy de- 
partment recently issued 
Snow’s naval precedence, a standard work 
on naval usage in time of peace and war. 
In this the doctrine on the use of an en- 
emy’s flag is stated as follows: 

“The regulations of the United States na- 
vv state that the’) bse of a foreign flag ta 
deceive an enemy ¢s permissible, but that 
it must be hauled;down before a gun is 
fired, and under no circumstances is an ac- 
tion to he commenced or an engagement 
fought without the display of the national 


ensign.” :

navy, is a guide for aJjl naval officers. Prac- 
tically the same rule t& applied to the use 
of an enemy’s uniform, 
Privateering Not Feared.

Blockade Is Effective. 

As to the allegation that the blockade is 
ineffective, it is said that on the contrary it 
has been singularly successful, and that so 
far as known not a singie neutral ship sub- 
ject to detention has passed the Nnes with- 
out the express consent of our government. 
The Montserrat, it is true, did enter Cien- 
fuegos harbor before our blockading ships 
had had time to get around the south side 
of Cuba and establish the blockade, and 
she did manage to get out at night. But 
she is a Spanish ship and Spain is perhaps 
the only nation in the world that has lost 
the power to @ntef a protest against a 
blockade, being in combat herself. It is 
only for neutral powers to enter such pro- 
tests, and none of them have-as yet the 
slightest pretext fom such aciton. 

With the beginni of the present week 
all Spanish vessels fin United States ports 
which sailed after the outbreak of war, are 
subject to seizure @s well as all Spanish 
merchantmen found on the high seas save 
where they left pert for the United States 
before April 2ist last. The president’s proc- 
lamation of war allowed such ships tying in 
our harbors thirty days in which to dis- 
charge cargo, and) alee insured them safe 
passage home. That perlod of time ex- 
pired last Saturday night. This, it is ex- 
pected, will tend go free the state depaft- 
ment from. complicStions. 

Under the ehefgetia management of Cap- 
tain Bartlett, who was recalied from the re- 
tired list into.the active service of the navy 
department for the purpose, there has just 
been perfected a most admirable and thor- 
ough system of signaling for war pur- 
peses.

GEORGIA RECIMENT MAKES A 
GOOD IMPRESSION AT TAMPA 


PRECEDENTS HAVE EEN FOUND 


Rates Now Being Prepared at Wash- 
ington Will Closely Follow the 
Spanish Customs Laws in 
Force in the Philip- 
pine Islands. 


Washington, May 23.—In anticipation of 
the early occupation of the Philippine 
islands by the military and naval forces of 
the United States the treasury department 
has already begun the formulation of regu- 
lations and a scheme of customs tariffs 
which will be collected by the military au- 
thorities and turned into the treasury of 
the United States as a “military contribu- 
tiomt”’ 

That the president has authority to col- 
lect the Philippine revenues under exist'ng 
conditions is not a matter of doubt. It was 
several times done during the last war with 
Mexico and the authority of the govern- 
ment in the premises was sustained by de- 
cisions of the United States supreme court. 
The court in a case which grew out of the 
capture and occupation of San Francisco 
and all the upper part of the state of Calli- 
fornia by the United States troops, held 
the president under the constitution a6 
commander-in-chief of the army and novy 
had a right to exercise the belligerent right 
of a conqueror and to impose duties on 
imports as military contribution for sup- 
port of the army.

in another case where it was also decided 
the capture ef Tampico, Mexico, by thé 
United States forcés, though sufficient te 
cause it to be regarded by other nations as 
part of our territory, did not make in fact 
a part of the United States under our con- 
stitution and law. 

“It remained,” said the court, “a for2ign 
country within the revenue laws of the 
United States.” The tariff rates now being 
prepared by the treasury department will 
closely follow the Spanish customs laws in 
force in the Philippines. Just what revenue 
they produced is not Known, but’ the as- 
sumption ts that inagmuch. as the home 
government realized from them last year 
approximately $9,000,000, the actual amount 
collected was. $18,000,000. The government 
will assume control’ of the s€évenues as 
soon as the principal seaports afte in our 
possession and will éontinue to © control 
them at least until congress takes specific 
action in the case or until peace has been 
declared between the two countties,

Tampa Bay Hotel, Tampa, Fla., May 2%3.—(Special.)—The Second regiment of 
Georgia is today the talk of Tampa and the war journalists here are simply rev- 
eling in the good stories they have fou ad there. 

Among the first newspaper men On the ground this morning were the three 
‘London men, who were on edge to get a glimpse of the Georgians, and then be 
thrilled by a greeting from the most hospitable military folk here, and this means 
a great deal, for every regiment prides itself on the courtesy shown visitors. 

One of the incidents jotted down in ready notebooks was a meeting between two 
privates of the First battalion of the Second Georgia. Thomas Morgan, the wéeli- 
known criminal lawyer of Savannah, was one of the participants. He is a private 
in military life, but a colonel in private life, which is paradox enough to puzzle 
the average Briton into a slege of insomnia. 

Here is the story that is told: 

“Good morning, colonel,” said Private Tom Morgan to a contemporary under- 


ling. 
“Good morning, colonel,’’ in reply. 
“Can you tell me where I can get a spade, colonel?” queried Private Morgan. 


“T have been ordered to dig a ditch.” 


“IT am hunting for a shovel to spade some ground,” answered the private colonel. 


“Good morning, colonel,” from both.

GIVEN A GREAT FAREWELL 


Streets Leading from the Presidio to the 
Wharf Were Packed with People 


SAN FRANCISCO PAYS A TRIBUTE 


Police Force, Naval Reserve and Others 
March to the Ship with the Sol- 
diers and All Citizens Show 
Their Devotion to the 
Cause. 


May 23.—California said 
goodby to her First regiment of volunteers 
today as they marched gayly forth from the 
Presidio to start on their long journey to 
| Manila. The men left camp at 8 a. m. and 
‘marched to the Pacific Mail dock, where 
the big steamer City of Pekin lay ready 
for them, By noon the soldiers were all on 
board. 

The farewell demonstrations by the people 
'Of San Francisco will long be remembered by 
‘the soldiers of the First regiment. Every 
street leading from the Presidio to the Pa- 
‘Cific Mail dock, a distance of about five 
‘miles, was lined with people who, after the 


San Francisco, 


soldiers passed, followed in their wake and 
marched with them to the docks. It had 
been announced that camp would be struck 
at 8 a. m., and long before that hour there 


' Were thousands of citizens at the Presidio 
to see the sight. 

Promptly at 7 o’clock the bugle sounded, 
and all the tents went down together. 
Then for an hour the soldiers were busily 
jengaged in rolling them up and loading 
them on trucks. At 8-o’clock the regiment 
‘was formed into line and. headed by its 
‘band, marched out through the stone gates 
of the Presidio and the journey of conquest 
had commenced. 

At Van Ness avenue the entire police 
iforce of San Francisco was in waiting, 
and fell in ahead of the soldiers. The latter 
were in heavy marching order, carrying 
blanket rolls and loaded knapsacks on* their 

backs. The men marched along at a swing- 
ing gait, and as they turned into the broad 
thoroughfare of Van Ness avenue they pre- 
sented a splendid appearance. 

At Pacific avenue the naval reserve, sig- 
nal corps, and national guard staff officers 
were in line, and presented arms as the 
soldiers went by. They, too, marched to the 
dock. As the regiment proceeded through 
the residence district on its way down town, 
the crowd grew thicker and thicker. There 
Was one continuous roar of cheers, flags 
waved frantically and people along the line, 
as they recognized some friend among the 
soldiers, rushed out and grabbed him by the 

hand to say goodby. When Market street, 
the main thoroughfare, was reached, the 
crowd was énormous: The people, on their 
‘way to work, lingered to see the soldiers 
‘pass. The cheering of the crowd grew in 
volume and nothing like the sight on Mar- 
ket street was ever seen before. Many weep- 
ing women followed along after the sol- 
diers as though loath to let them out of 
their sight, and even men were not ashamed 
to shed tears of emotion. 

As the marching men neared the water 
front bombs were fired, steam whistles.

from the regular army, so as to have 
the men best qualified for those positions.

One Georgian who has been authorized to 
go ahead and raise a company for this 
regiment is Senator Yancey Carter. He 
has gone back to Hartwell to enlist his 
company. It was his idea before he left 
that if he was given the authority, he 
would raise the company in Hart, and 
among the men he knew.

This afternoon General Shafter issued orders forming the First provisional 
brigade and naming the Thirty-second Michigan, the Third Ohio, the Fifth Ohio and 
the Second Georgia as the regiments composing it. All these troops are now 
camped at Palmetto Beach. Brigadier General Hawkins, formerly colonel of the 
Twentieth United States infantry, was placed in command of the brigade. 

The Red Cross ship, State of Texas, with Miss Clara Barton, representative of 
the National Red Cross Association of America, and a corps of surgeons and 
trained nurses, arrived at Port Tampa from Key West today and cast anchor 
near the gunboat Helena. The vessel, which is fally fitted up for hospital purposes, 
and carries supplies enough for the equipment of several Red Cross stations, 
will, it is said, follow the fleet of transports into Cuban waters. 

In speaking of the Red Cross work in Cuba, Miss Barton said today that she 
had received assurances from the highest Spanish official sources that her hos- 
pital at Serra and her headquarters were being carefully guarded and that the 
Red Cross supplies left there were being put to their intended uses. In the hospital 
at Serro, where sixty children were being cared for when Miss Barton left the 
island, there were now a hundred and sixty chfldren receiving medical attention. 

“General Blanco himself belongs to the Red Cross Society of Spain,’ said 
Miss Barton, ‘‘and I am confident that the Red Cross work in Cuba will not be in- 
terfered with.” ? 

Miss Barton left for Washington tonight.

Navy and War Departments Are Not 
Pleased with Remarks the Read- 
ing Public Is Making About 
Their Slowness in Send- 
ing Soldiers. 


Washington, May 23.—Much comment and 
some criticism have been caused by the 
delay in forwarding troops to the Philip- 
pine islands to support Admiral Dewey. 

Both the comment and the criticism had 
their origin in the desire of the people that 
the fruits of Dewey’s brilliant victory at 
Manila should not be endangered by any 
lack of assistance from either the navy or 
war department. 

It is known now, however, that troops 
would have been sent to Manila before this 
» had it been possible for the war depart- 
ment to secure transportation on the Pa- 
cific coast. The utmost difficulty is being 
experienced by the department in obtain- 
ing such transports. The coastwise trade 
in the Pacific is not.large as compared 
with that on the Atlantic and a majority 
of the vessels engaged in the trade are of 
foreign register. Of course ehips flying 
a foreign flag cannot be used as transports 
by the government, as such use would 
constitute a violation of the neutrality laws 


The war department is negotiating by 
telegraph with the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company for the charter of two of the 
company’s vessels, the China and the Co- 
lon. The Colon flies American colors, but 
the China is under the Hawalian flag. The 
differences between the war department 
and the steamship company is now one of 
price. Whether satisfactory terms will be 
agreed upon remains in doubt. 

Tonight Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn 
received a telegraphic offer from the agent 
of the Northern Pacific Steamship Com- 
pany, at Seattle, placing at the disposa! of 
the department the company’s entire fleet 
of steamers, provided they be given Amert- 
can register. 

These ships are the Tacoma, Arizona, 
Olympia, Columbia, Victoria and Argyll. 
All are British built vessels and fly the 
British flag. 

Commenting upon the situation’ which 
confronts the department, Assistant Secre- 
tary Meiklejohn said: 

“If we cannot get vessels at what we 
consider “fair prices we shall be forced to 
impress such as we may need into the 
service and leave the prices to be adjusted 
subseqvently by a board appointed for the 
purpose. We have made every possible ef- 
fort to secure vessels of American register; 
indeed. we want nothing else. But it is im- 
poasible to obtain them on the Pasi‘ic 
coast. We shall have simply to ask congress 
to give American register to vessels that 
we can obtain. There is no other way out 
of the difficulty.” 

The lilkelihcod ig that the war department 
will order such vessels of the Northern 
Pacific Steamship Company as may be 
needed to San Francisco and then ask con- 
gress to give them an American register in 
order that they may promptly convey the 
waiting troops to Manila. It is the desire 
of the department that the troops following 
those to be sent to the Philippines on Sat- 
urday next shall go not later than Wednes- 
day, June Ist. 

It is imperatively necessary that they be 
fot to Manila as soon as possible, but in 
order that they may go at all it will be 
quite as necessary that some foreign ships 
be given American register by congress.

“Cause 5. In order to capture the ene- 
my’s ship and confiscate the enemy's mer- 
chandige and contraband of war, the aux- 
iiary cruisers will exercise the right of 
search on the high seas and in the waters 
under the enemy’s jurisdiction in accwrd- 
ance with international law and the regu- 
lations which will be published.” 

Mause 6 declares contraband of war and 
clause 7 reads: 

“To be regarded and judged as pirates 
with all the rigor of law are captains, 
masters. officers and two-thirds of the crew 
of vessels which, not being American, shall 
commit acts of war against Spain, even 
if provided with letters of marque issued 
by the United States.”

he pursuit of a fleet at sea is pastime 


fraught: with danger as well as 


pleasure, and when those seas are spiked with hostile islands, and bear upon their 


bosoms floating arsenals warranted.to sink if the aim holds good, there ts zest 


enough in the surroundings to keep even 


the landlubber awake. 


As occasion warranted, I have kept the readers of The Constitution informed 


by cable of what-has been going on, but in these dispatches I have had no chance 
to go into the itinerary of a flyspeck of a ship running down a powerful fleet. That 


Story has its points of interest fully as exciting as if the chase were on land, with 


. the coattails of the pursued barely in sight. 
From the time that the Anita pulled out from the lowland of Key West, passing 
the northern coast of Cuba, and hugging the shores of San Domingo, until American 


shells were thrown at the walls of El Morro del San Juan del Porto Rico, will be 


covered in the narrative which I have Kept at sea. 


From Key West to St. Thomas. 


Gathering of the Fleet. 

Off Cardenas, Cuba, 10 p. m., May 4.—Ev- 
ery vessel that can be spared from block- 
ade duty is here tonight and with the flag- 
ship as a center they form a tremendous 
circle about fifteen miles off the coast. The 
New York is signaling with all her lights, 
and as the responses come from the other 
woats there is an almost perfect ring of 
fiashing color, each jet of red or white or 
green or blue meaning something to the 
busy brains that are deciphering them. To 
us they mean nothing, and we are hovering 
about the efge of the circle wondering 
whether the fleet is stopping here on its 
way to Porto Rico or is rendesvouzing pre- 
paratory to convoying the troops which are 
almost momentarily expected into one of 
the ports near here—Cardenas or Matanzas 
or both. 

The flagship has been cruising between 
this place’ and a point about thirty miles 
to the north toward Key West all the af- 
ternoon, and is apparently keeping her eye 
out for something in that direction. The 
torpedo boat Dupont is doing scout duty in 
the same direction and when the water 
transport Niagara showed a smudge of 
smoke on the northern horizon about 4 
o’clock the New York lit out for her at 
top speed. When she learned the identify 
of the stranger she put back again, show- 
ing that she is expecting bigger game. 

An Exciting Incident. 

The methods employed in bringing the 
fleet together all prove that they are op- 
erating under new orders and are execut- 
ing some brand new purpose of the depart- 
ment. The blockade of Havana will ostens 
eibly be maintained by the smaller cruisers 
but the big fighting ships 
in 


and gunboats, 
have been instructed to do other work 
Cuba and te place themselves in readiness 
to head off Spain’s Cape Verde or Cadiz 
squadrons before either of the latter can 
train their guns on.an American coast city. 
Whether this means that they are to go 
direct from here to Porto Rico or not I 
do not know, but the fact that they carry 
all the coal their bumpers will hold and 
that a tank ship is accompanying them is 
suggestive of a voyage of some length. 

The entire fleet received orders yesterday 
afternoon at Key West to prepare to sail 
at 6 o'clock, and at that hour all except 
the Cincinnati had steam up and were 
cruising about off Sand Key. Shortly after 
6 o'clock the torpedo boat Cushing came 
out from Key West with messages from 
Washington for the flagship, and it evi- 
dently took some time to decipher them, 
for it was not until nearly 10 .o’clock 
that the signals began to flash 


out’ fast and furious from the New York's | 


tall military mast. In an instant the other 
boats took it up and for nearly two hours 
the lights glared constantly in all direc- 


tions. 
Orders To Move. 

During this time the scene was one of 
indescribable activity and beauty. The 
moon was almost full, and, helped by the 
stars, she illumined the tossing waters 
with a twilight that.{s known only to the 
tropics. Far off in the distance the intense 
searchlight on top of Fort Taylor sent its 
piercing shaft first on our boat, then on 
another, and then straight out to sea to 
watch for incoming ships. The flagship 
end the Iowa had their searchlights in play, 
too, and, whichever way one looked, the 
shifting rays darted across the heavens 
and the sea, converting the sem'‘-darkness 
in spots into the most brilliant daylight. 

At one moment the New York’s fighting 
top would be a solid streak of red, and 
the next it would shoot out sparks of white 
and green and blue, the answering signals 
coming straight and true and so prompt 
that it seemed impossible their meaning 
could be comprehended in so short a space 
of time. At 11 o’clock, and almost in an 
instant, every light except the signals went 
out on board the ships, evidently in re- 
sponse to a concerted order from Admiral] 
Sampson. Simultaneously a dispatch boat 
shot out from the New York, steamed rap- 
idly across the intervening space to our 
boat, and as she drew up along our port 
side a voice from her bridge roared out: 

“Put out every light on board. These are 
the admiral’s orders.”’ 

Our chief engineer made a running jump

We knew it would be useless to ask any

That 
tremendous floating fortress was pouring 
volumes of smoke into the sky_to our right, 
and we knew that if anything was going 
to happen on the morrow Captain Robley 
vans would be somewhere in the vicinity 
of the proceedings. 
Cheers from the Marines 


After this there was no furthér delay in 
getting off and, with the cruiser Detroit 
in the lead, the Indiana following and the 
Iowa bringing up the rear, we moved off 
on a straight line toward Morro castle. The 
flagship had ordered the big battleships to 
Sail first, with the Detroit to act as a 
scout boat, because of their slow speed, 
and she signaled that it might be nearly 
daylight before she got away, the Cushing 
having gone back to Key West for further 
dispatches for the admiral. We could hear 
cheers on the Iowa as the foam began to 
ripple at her mighty prow, and they were 
echoed from the monitor Puritan, which she 
passed going out. 

No one on board our boat thought of going 
to bed, and we sat on the bridge watching 
the lowa through marine glasses. The De- 
troit set a pace a trifle too warm for the 
battleships, and was soon far ahead of 
them, the Indiana and Iowa indulging in 
a very pretty race for second honors. It 
was ten minutes to 12—midnight—when we 
e€ot under way, and we steamed steadily 
ahead through the clear moonshine without 
anything to break the monotony or the 
cru‘se until after 3 o’clock, by which time 
most of us were dozing in our cnairs and 
catching fleeting dreams or nome. 


An Exciting Scene. 


Then, very suddenly, tne wetroit flashed 
a signal to her sister ships, ana swerved 
to the westward. We turned our glasses in 
that direction and could make out a faint 
trace of smoke on the water line—a trage 
that the sharp little cruiser had noticed 
before anybody else. The Iowa veld her 
course, but the Indiana followed the De- 
troit, and we joined her, all three beats 
moving through the water with every 
ounce of energy in them at work. For 
five miles we plowed along, the smoke on 
the horizon gradually taking the form of 
a steamship heading to the north. 
our deck we could not 
what she was, and the Detroit, too, seemed 
in doubt for a long time. 

But at length the cruiser quit the chase,

evidently having been able to observe the 
fiag of a neutral power on the staff of the 
pursued, She put about with an air of 
disgust and came trotting back toward the 
Iowa, with the Indiana trailing alomg be- 
hind. It was an exciting chase while it 
lasted and the cruiser showed a burst of 
speed that we did not believe was in her 
When she turned her nose toward Havana 
again, however, she slowed up 80 as to 
accommodate the battleships, and from that 
time on until daylight we all jogged along 
soclably together, occasionally sighting 
some of the vessels of our own fleet on 
blocKade duty, but not observing any other 
strangers or meeting with any incident 
worth recording. 


The Squadron at Morro. 

When the sun came up we could gee the 
blue hills of Cuba in the distance and we 
followed the Detroit westward along the 
coast until we got exactly off Morro castle 
at the entrance to Havana harbor. where 
she lay to. The Indiana and lowa were 
cruising about further off shore, and they 
kept this up until about 10 o’clock, when 
they joined us close beside the cruiser. We 
drifted toward Morro so far that at noon 
we could see the red and vellow of the 
flag flying. over it and almost count the 
guns. The tug Osceola was steaming about 
still farther in and all of us would have 
made an excellent target for the Spanish 
marksmen at the castle had they cared to 
risk conclusions with us. 

But Havana looked upon our tron hulls in 
silence, and we tossed about in the waves 
watching the Osceola at her work of inspec- 
tion while we waited impatiently for e 
flagship. At 11:15 we made her out ent 
ing toward us at a twenty-knot gait ind 
she presented a beautiful picture as she 
tore along, the foam bursting out in her 
wake and high waves parting over her 
knife-like bow. She Signaled to us to fol- 
low when she got near enough and turned 
to the eastward, the Detroit, Indiana and 
lowa following in the order named. She 
made no other signals and I am confident 
that the three warships set out after her 
with no more idea of their destination than 
We had on our newspaper dispatch Loat. 


Race Between Battleships. 


Then happened one of the prettiest irct- 
dents of the trip. The sharp rivalry which 
has always existed between the Jowa and 
Indiana is the constant talk of both the 
officers and the men on board of them, and 
as they stretched away at noon with the 
New York making the pace for them there 
came an opportumity for a test of speed 
too good to be lost. The Indiana issued the 
challenge by jumping ahead at full speed 
and the lowa was not slow to respond. The 
marines gathered in droves on the decks of 
both and Captain Taylor, from the bridge of 
the Indiana, narrowly eyed Captain Evans 
on the bridge of the Iowa. These two dis- 
tinguished officers are brothers-in-law and 
life-long friends, but that does not interfere 
with their mutual opinions concerning their 
boats. 

At the start the Indiana led by about 
two miles, but during the straight run to 
Matanzas, a distance of sixty-eight miles, 
the Iowa steadily cut dow™ the interven- 
ing space and a few miles to the westward 
of Matanzas she passed her rival, the ma- 
rines clustering along her starboard rail 
and giving the defeated vessel three hearty 
cheers. It was a battle of giants and the 
sight was most inspiring when the two 
metal.monsters, nearly side by side, tore 
along like gladiators of the deep, with 
straining muscles amd clenched tecth and 
all their heart and soul in the contest. The 
race was a fair one, too, and the Iowa 
showed conclusively that she is the speedier 
boat of the two. 


Begged To Go Along. 


On the way over to this place the flagship 


‘was twice signaled by vessels of the fleet 


still on blockade duty, once by the Wil- 
mington and once by the Annapolis. They 
kmew that the fleet was off.eon an errand 
of importance and they begged hard to be 
allowed to go, too, but the admiral told 
them to stay and maintain the blockade. 


Moving Further East. 


That our mission is still further east- 
ward there is no doubt, for we are directed 
to take that course, the New. York lead- 
ing off. 

The Spanish authorities have put out 
nearly all the coast lights, in the charitable 
expectation that the rocks along shore 
mav do what their guns have thus far been 
afraid to attempt. But Admiral Sampson 
is too good a navigator and too conserva- 
tive a man to be caught by such a trick, 
and tonight we are to do our sailing so far 
out as to be safe from all possible donger 
of hitting a reef. Even the lights that 
still glimmer from the shore have prob- 
ably been so changed as to invite us out 
of our course, and, while we are in no 


danger of coming to harm, it is not impos- | 


sible that some less watchful merchantmen 
may be deceived. 
That is Spain’s idea of honorable warfare. 
Surely Bound for Porto Rico. 
With the North Atlantic Squadron, off 
Paredon Grande, East Coast of Cuba, May 
5.—The fleet is bound for Porto Rico, 


All doubt of this was dispelled when the. 


sun came up on the third day of the cruise 
and found us still heading due east, the 
flagship far in the lead and the other 
boats maintaining the squadron formation 
which followed the breaking up of the fleet 
council at half-past 9 o’clock last night. 
Since that hour we have been 
steadily at a twelve-Knot pace 
break found us 200 mites away 
vana and so far out in the old Bahama 
channel that the shore line of Cuba is 
simply an indefinite and almost indistin- 
guishable line on the horizon.

all the’ships, the news of the fleet’s destina- 
tion evidently having been given to officers 
and men alike. Several friendly sails have 
been sighted and there were a number of 
races on fa'se errands up to 9 o’clock, when 
we ran across our first prize of the cruise, 
and one of the most valuable thus far cap- 
tured. The New York made out a sail far 
to the southeast and bore down upon it un- 
til she could see the Spanish colors on her 
mainmast. Then the flagship signaled to 
the fast cruiser Montgomery to complete 
the chase and. aa the latter sped off toward 
the stranger we bowled along in her wake. 
The Spaniard did not seem to mind it a 
bit and hela steadily to his course until a 
couple of 6-pounders avross his bow led 
him to understand that he was being per- 
emptorily requested to come about. 


Some Surprised Spaniards. 


The prize turned out to be the brig 
Alonzo, owned in Barcelona and bound 
from Buenos Ayres to Havana, heavily 
loaded with dried beef and provisions. Her 
officers and crew stared at the big fighting 
ships all about them with the utmost ex- 
citement showing on their bronzed faces, 
and when the Montgomery began firing 
they signaled back frantically from the 
deck that they were harmless merchant- 
men. The cruiser ‘sent Lieutenant Field 
on board of her with a prize crew and the 
Spaniards explained in stuttering voices 
that they had been at sea for nearly three 
months and@ that they not only did not 
know that war had been declared between 
their government and the United States, 
but that they Had never even heard of any 
difference of opinion between the two coun- 
tries. 

Captain Converse placed Ensign Osborne 
in command of the prize and sent over u 
liberal load of provisions to sustain the 
crew on their long run into Key West. The 
marines who were assigned to take the 
Alonzo into port did not relish their job, 
because it meant that they would lose an 
opportunity of being in at the capture of 
Porto Rico, but they put the best face on 
the matter they could. The Montgomery 


- will get her second big slice of prize money 


now, for the brig is a valuable one and has 
& cargo of still greater value. She carried 
exactly thirteen sails when caught, and as 
her red and yellow flag was pulled down by 
g00d American hands the Spanish captain 
grunted out a few Castilian curses on sail- 
Ing under such an unlucky spread of can- 
vass. 


A Chase for Coal. 


We are watching our steadily diminishing 
stack of coal with anxious eyes and we 
have thought of every possible way of get- 
ting more except by the simple process of 
returning to Key West. Our present plan 
is to make a run into the nearest port in 
Hayti tomorrow night, but we take the risk 
of a $1,000 fine and the confiscation of «ur 
boat by so doing. There is, besides, no 
certainty that we can get coal there, for 
the government may be holding it all. We 
canvassed all possible contingencies 
at a council just held and decided 
on Cape Haytlen as our most avail- 
able port. The other newspaper 
boats are suffering, too, and a couple of 
the smaller oneg have already had to put 
back, 

As another desperate chance, We sent a 
small boat over to the Montgomery while 
she was lying near us, and asked Cap- 
tain Converse to let us put one of our men 
on boara of her, explaining our crippled 
condition. The captain said his orders 
were positive not to take on anybody, but 
he very courteously consented to signal 
the New York, when he got near enough, 
and prefer our request to the admiral. In 
the meantime I have been selected as the 
man to board her, if we get permission, but 
the chanee of our getting it is so slight 
that I have made no preparations for de- 
parture without much hope of departing. 


Another Prize Vaught. 


At noon a second vessel fiying the 
Spanish flag was sighted close in shore, 
and once‘more the flagship sent the Mont- 
gomery out after her. She did not come 
about until two six-pounders and one solid 
shot had been driven across her bow, and 
by this time she was so far away that we 
could not make her out. She was a brig- 
antine, however, and set so low in the wa- 
ter that there was no doubt that she car- 
ried a big cargo. We could see the Mont- 
gomery send a prize crew on board of her, 
and later they turned her nose northward 
toward Key West, moving rapidly before 
a stiff breeze. It is probable that, like the 
Alonzo, she was heading for Havana with 
provisions from some South American 
port, because she gave no evidence in the 
beginning of appreciating the significance 
of the shots fired at her. 

In the meantime, the fleet continued 
straight to the eastward, and is now aim- 
ing for Porto Rico on almost a direct line. 
The Cuban coast has disappeared from 
view to our right, and ahead of us the line 
of the horizon is hidden behind the smoke 
of a score of stacks. The flagship began 
signaling some time ago, and she-is prob- 
ably inform'ng her sister ships of the 
character of service they are to render 
when the enemy’s harbor its reached. It 
is certain that the object of the cruise is 
to prevent Spain's ships from getting coal 
or supplies at Porto Rico, but whether we 
are to bombard the port and take absolute 
possession of it or establish another peace- 
blockade, nobody but the admiral 
knows. The officers, generally, are afraid 
it will be the latter. 


Indiana Falls Back. 


Our stopp'ng twice to watch the capture 
of prizes threw us far in the rear of the 
rapidly moving fleet, but the battleship 
Indiana, for some reason, was even further 
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back. She seemed in a good deal of trou- 
ble, and@ was apparently having difficulty 
in making ten Knots. Just as we were set- 
ting out at a clipping pace after the flag- 
ship three fierce whistles from the Indiana 
caused us to slow up, and she ran up sig- 
nals of the general code on the military 
mast. The flags indicated the letters “B N 
G,”” which, in naval parlance, means 
“Come within hailing distance.’’ We stop- 
ped our engines, and the big fighter limped 
slowly alongside of us. When a hundred 
yards apart her executive officer asked us 
to do something for him, which we have 
pledged ourselves not to write about just 
yet—although I think that by the time 
this reaches you jt will be safe to print it. 

We had quite a friendly chat with the 
Indiana, and she told ws that the cause 
of her falling back was that one of her 
boilers was being cleaned, It was noth- 
ing at all serious—which we were very 
Slad to hear—and by dark she expected to 
be moving at {ull speed again. We also 
learned that it was the original intention 
of the fleet, when it left Key West, to 
take possession of some port on the north 
coast of Cuba, but that the flagship yester- 
day morning had countermanded the in- 
Structions. Whether this meant further 
delay in the moving of the army of occu- 
pation the Indiana did not know, an@ she 
would not have told us this much except 
that it was necessary to make clear to us

A Dangerous N ight Run. 


Rag Sones oe battleship increased 
© between us and the fleet the 
latter being hull-down on the hori wh 
we started again.

W We have been running in the brilliant 
moonlight close to the most dangerous por- 
tion of the Cuban coast. The fleet is thirty 
miles ahead of us, and the Indiana and 
Montgomery fully twenty astern. We are 
practically by ourselves, and we have the 
uncomfortable Knowledge that only a few 
miles to starboard the harbor-indented 
island is infested with little Spanish gun- 
boats, a hundred of which would not make 
a decent meal for a battleship, but anyone 
of which might easily drive off a newspaper 
dispatch boat. 

We would make a fine prize for Spain in 
our present condition, and as an extra pre- 
caution we are taking turns on guard duty, 
keeping our giasses constantly aimed at the 
black line which marks the Cuban coast, 
[ am spending my time off concluding this 
letter by a lantern in the cabin—all other 
lights being out—and our little party makes 
quite a warlike appearance patrolling along 
the starboard side. Each of us has a win- 
chester, and the crew is armed with pis- 
toils. We have also arranged to flood the 
sky with danger signals if any of the Span- 
iards put out after us—which process would 
bring the New York to us in a hurry, 

Off the Haytien Coast. 


With the North Atlantic squadron, Off 
North Coast of Hayti, May 6.—The fourth 
day of the cruise has been one of steady 
progress to the eastward, the fleet moving 
along at about a twelve-knot gait. Only 
two other newspaper dispatch boats beside 
our OWN are now with the big ships, and 
they seem to have taken the same desper- 
ate resolve that we have—to run into some 
of the neutral ports in Hayti or San Do- 
mingo and yisk our boat and our possessions 
in asking for coal. The official commission 
with which the Indiana entrusted us yes- 
terday has encouraged us a good deal, and 
we are talking over ways and means of 
getting the American negro vice consuls at 
Cape Haytien or whatever other port we 
put into interested in us. 

Just now we are burning cinders, but the 
pace set by the tNagship makes it possible 
for us to Keep well up. Last night we no- 
ticed the two monitors signalling in lively 
chorus to the New York, and when day 
broke this morning we saw the reason for 
it. Both were in tow—ithe Terror by the 
flagship and the Amphitrite by the lowa. 
Their tremendous weight held the powerful 
steel cables taut all the while, and we Knew 
that anything like a high rate of speed was 
impossible under the circumstances. So we 
started to burn our coal over the second 
time, and we have succeeded so well that 
our chief engineer suggested at lunch that 
he might feed it to his furnaces half a 
dozen times more. 


The Indiana Catches Up. 


In ordering the monitors to quit using 
their own engines, Admiral Sampson was 
not influenced by fear that the coal supply 
of those naval heavy weights would be ex- 
hausted, but by a desire to economize fuel 
to the furtherest possible limit. It is by no 
means impossible that after he takes pos- 
session of Porto Rico, he will receive or- 
ders to proceed still further to the east- 
ward, search of Spain’s Cape Verde fleet. 

The Indiana is with us again. We caught 
our first glimpse of her at daybreak, and 
she came tearing ahead at a speed which 
brought her up with the rest of the fleet 
before 10 o'clock. The torpedo boat Porter 
ran out to her, and took on board Captain 
Taylor, who was landed on the flagship 
for a lengthy conference with the aimiral. 
The supply ship Niagara is ambling along 
comfortably close to the New York, and the 
newspaper yachts, too, ate not moving very 
far out of the shelter of her big guns. At 
noon the Porter hitched herself on to the 
Detroit for a tows and banked her fires, 
with the purpose of saving even the little 
fuel she carries. 2 

The Squadron Spreads Out. 

During the run from off Nuevitas ni

The coast looks 
barren and uninhabited, but at places the 
rugged hills give it a most picturesque ap- 
pearance. We are getting some idea of the 
size of the island, too, after four days of 
continued sailing along its unbroken front,

But we left it in our rear this evening, 
and even the flashing red light which marks 
Cape Maysi has d‘sappeared by this time. 
We expect to go with the fleet along the 
north coast of Hayti as far as possible he- 
fore we go in for coal, because it is not as 
safe cruising about in these waters by 
ourself as it is with the tron hulls of Admi-. 
ral Sampson's ships all about us. There 
is a possibility—but a very vague one- 
that the admiral may lay to off Mole St. 
Nicholas tomorrow to distribute coal and 
water and stores from the Niagara among 
the other boats, in which event we can 
make a quick trip into Cape Haytien and 
back. He is carrying the tug Algonquin 
along with him for some reason, and if it 
is not for the purpose of distributing stores 
at sea we cannot guess what it is.

SHE HAS BEEN’ RELEASED 


Auxiliary Gunboat Osceola Seizes the 
Boat While Off Carysfort Light. 


ARDANMHOR WAS OUT OF HER COURSE 


Ship Was Turned Back Several Days 
Ago When She Was Loaded with 
Cattle Consigned to Havana. 


Key West, Fla., May 23.—The British 
steamer Ardanmhor, Captain Dana, came 
into port this morning in charge of an en- 
sign from the auxiliary gunboat Osceola, 
by which vessel the Ardanmhor was seized 
yesterday off Carysfort light, because she 
was acting in a suspicious manner and was 
supposed to be trying to enter Havana har- 
bor. 

She was here several weeks ago with a 
cargo of cattle for Havana, having been 
turned back by the blockade fleet. The 
Ardanmhor, which is chartered by James 
E. Ward & Co. (the New York and Cuba 
Mail Steamship Company) then proceeded 
to New York, unloaded her cattle and 
cleared for Nassau and Mexican ports, in- 
cluding Vera Cruz. She stopped at Nassau 
on her way south and when captured yes- 
terday was far out of her course, if bound 
for Vera Cruz. 

The Ardanmhor was released this after- 
noon at 2 o’clock by an order from Com- 
modore Remy. 

There is a good deal of mystery as to why 
she was seized. as Cary’s light, where she 
was overhauled, is off the Florida coast 
and more than 100 miles north of here. 

Upon the arrival of the Ardanmhor at 
Key West, Captain Dana made a formal 
protest to the British consul here, Mr. Tay- 
lor, who laid the case before Commodore 
Remy, with the result stated above. It is 
thought the affair is now closed. 

The Ardanmhor left New York on May 
i7th for Tampico, Mexico, via Nassau, with 
a cargo of general merchandise. 

The British steamer Ardanmhor sailed 
from Guanta, Venezuela, on April 22d, 
bound for Havana with a cargo of 873 head 
of cattle. She was turned back by the 
blockade fleet, put into Key West and 
reached New York on May 4th. She report- 
ed that when off Matanzas on April 27th at 
6:30 p. m. she was boarded by the United 
States cruiser Cincinnati! and was warned 
that she must not enter any Cuban port.

EXPERTS CONDEMN OUR SHIPS. 


Battleships Are Too Heavy and Cruis- 
ers Too Slow for Good Navy. 


Washington, May 23.—As a result of the 
maneuvers executed by the Spanish fleet 
under the command of Admiral Cervera, 
future naval constructors will give the 
armored cruisers a prominent place in the 
types adopted for offensive warfare. 

This perhaps is the best lesson taught 
up to this time by the war with Spain. 
Such is the opinion of naval experts since 
Admiral Cervera with his speedy squadron 
arrived ten days ago at Martinique. It 
marks the downfall of the theory so strong- 
ly advocated by Captain C. P. Goodrich, 
now in command of the Yale, and formerly 


professor of the naval war college, that the 


armored cruiser had no place in modern 
navies. 

“Captain Goodrich is now prabably con- 
vinced of the value of the armored cruiser,” 
said a prominent naval officer, ‘‘in view of 
the fact that, as commanding officer of the 


Yale, he has been scouting for the enemy's | 


fleet since a few days before its arrival at 
Martinique. The armored cruiser is nothing 
more than a swift seagoing battleship. Ja-

The later 
have a displacement of 14,80 tons 
On their trials the Yashima and Fuji devel- 
oped speeds of eighteen and 19.2 Knots re- 
spectively. 

“These vessels are really the develop- 
ment of the armored cruiser type.

DEBT SHOWS DECIDED INCREASE. 


Standing Committees Submit Reports 
to Presbyterian Assembly. 

Winona, Ind., May 23.—At the Presbyte- 
rian general assembly today the freed- 
men’s board reported that it began the 
year under the discouragement incident to 
the burning of its main educational insti- 
tution at Anniston, Ala. The record of the 
year was one of retrenchment. The report 
says: 

“We have pushed economy to the verge 
of parsimony, but in spite of all efforts, 
the board ended its year with a debt of 
$58,802, an increase of over $2,000 since i897. 
This was due to a decrease of $3,228 in con- 
tributions received. The schools operated 
have been reduced from sixty-seven to 

grades. Under the board 
are 187 ministers, 322 churches and 200 teaéh- 
ers. The total receipts were $128,900 of 
which the churckes gave $56,429 and the 
women’s board $45,108. The expenditures 
aggregated, including the deficit, $188,375." 

‘The board of education reported that it 
had on its rolls the names of 814 candidates 
for the ministry, 1538 of whom were ac- 
cepted last year. It rejected the applica- 
tions of thirty-two names. The amount 
given to each student was not stated, but 
the hope was expressed that next year the 
stipend would be increased to $80. The in- 


come of the board was $66,361, an increase

THE ALABAMA POPULIS?T TICKET. 


Short Sketches of the Men Who Were 
Selected as Candidates. 


Montgomery, Ala.. May 23.-(Special.)— 
The war excitement appears to have dtown- 
ed out entirely all interest in the resuit 
of the populist state convention that was 
held in this city on the 4th of this month. 
The fact is that not one voter in a dozen or 
two is aware that the remnant of the 
populist party in Alabama has held a con- 
vention or will contest with the democratic 
nominees for any of the state offices. 

The populists have nominated for gov- 
ernor Hon. G. B. Deans, of Shelby. Mr. 
Deans is a merchant who lives at Calera. 
He is the present state senator from his 
district and was, four years ago, the rep- 
resentative in the lower house from Shelby, 
being elected’ to each position as a pop- 
ulist. He is about forty-five years old. 

Mr. T. H. Maxwell, the populist nominee 
for secretary of state, lives in Tuscaloosa, 
where his father has for many years been 
a wealthy merchant and planter, 

The nominee for treasurer is Mr. W. B. 
Killebrew, of Dale. who was the member 
from Dale in the last house of representa- 
tives. He is about thirty years of age. 

Colonel J. M. Whitehead, of Butler, the 
populist nominee for attorney general, is 
the editor of a. populist paper at Green- 
ville. He is the brightest and  brainiest 
of the populist aggregation of nominees. 
He was a fine confederate soldier and while 
he lost one leg in the war, he is one of 
the most accomplished political kickers the 
state has ever producea, 

Mr. Reese, the nominee for commissioner 
of agriculture, is a Lowndes county farmer 
and Mr. A. J. Hearn, of Choctaw, the nomi- 
nee for superintendent of education, is 
the unique populist representative who has 
for several terms of the legislature directed 
so much of public attention to himself by 
his partisansh!p on the floor. He is a 
preacher with a voice like a foghorn. 
Whether the populists nominees will make 
any sort of serious campaign is not known.

Coal Now Furnished the Government

Massillon, O., May 23.—M. D. Ratchford,

Core Makers in Cleveland Want Addi- 
tional 25 Cents a Day.

Between the years 1861 and 1864, owing 
to circumstances over which he had no 
control, he saw no service in the prosecu- 
tion of the war. He had been conducting 
a very brilliant campaign in Virginia in 
1861, sO successfully as to merit the com- 
mend-tion of Pres'dent Davis, himself, 
when .ie Wags notified by Governor Brown 
that he had been appointed to the com- 
mand of a division of Georgia troops, 
Which had just been massed.

command intact to President Davis. Of 
necessity, General Jackson resigned, hop- 
ing to soon be reappointed to his old posi- 
tion.

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the stroke of paralysis he received about 
ten days ago, which affected almost his 
entire left side. From that time his death 
was expected to follow soon, although 
during the intervening ‘time he rallied 
somewhat, and at one time was thought 
to be considerably better. On Sunday, 
however. his condition took a turn for the 
worse and he sank gradually. Dr. George 
H. Stone was summoned Sunday evening, 
and was with him until about midnight. 
At that time General Jackson had rallied 
somewhat, but shortly afterwards began 
sinking again die@ about 
o’clock in the morning. He was barely 
canscious prior to his death, answering 
yts and no to questions asked him. 

The funeral will take place at 5 o'clock 
tomorrow afternoon. The Irish Jasper 
Greens will take a principal part by Gen- 
era] Jackson’s express wish, conveyed to 
the command before it was known that it 
would join the volunteers. There is a 
good number of the Greens here, however, 
and from them will be selected the active 
pall-bearers. General Jackson Was cap- 
tain of the Greens during the Mexican war, 
and led them from Savannah. He after- 
wards became colonel of the only regiment 
that went to that war from Georgia. 

The funeral services will be conducted at 
the residence and the honorary pall-bear- 
ers will be Colonel John Screven, Colonel 
J. H. M. Clinch, Captain J. R. F. Tatnall, 
General G. M. Sorre), Captain H. C. Cun- 
ningham, Messrs. B. A, Denmark, William 
Neyle Habersham and William Harden, 
The interment will be at Bonaventure.

Sketch of General Jackson. 
Jackson was born in 
Athens, Ga., June %, 1820. He was the son 
of Henry Jackson, LL. D., who held an 
important position on the faculty of the 
state university, and was widely known 
as a man of culture and scholarly attain- 


ment. 

No man in the present or past history of 
Georgia can equal the brilliance and vVa- 
riety of General Jackson's career. He oc- 
cupied superlatively prompnent positions in 
the legal, military and d’plomatic walk of 
life. and in each acquitted himself well 
ana evidenced his perfect fitness for either 
of the three. Since the war he has devoted 
himself to the prosecut-.on of his law 
practice, and earned a reputation for suc- 
cess in the conduct of difficult cases, and 
is said to have collected some of the larg- 
est fees ever awarded members of’ his pro- 
fession. His career can be particularly 
summarized as follows: 

General Jackson Was educated at Yale 
college, and graduated with one of its 
highest honors in 1839. Studying law he 
was admitted to the bar at Columbus, 
Ga., and shortly thereafter began in Sa- 
vannah his remarkably successful career. 
He was appointed United States district 
attorney in 183; elected in 1846 colonel of 
the First Georgia regiment in the Mexican 
war; served as judge of superior court 
from 1849 to 1853; Was appointed United 
States minister to Austria in 183, resigning 
in 1858; declined to be chancellor of the

state university to which he was selected |

academicus,”’ composed of the state senate 
and the trustees of the university; Was a 
delegate to the historic Charleston conven- 
tion in 1860; was elector for the state-at- 
large on the Breckinridge and Lane 
ticket; was appointed judge of the con- 
federate courts for Georga in 1861, resign- 
ed in the same year to become brigadier 
general C. 8S. A., resigned this position 
also, shortly thereafter, to accept the ap- 
pointment of major general of state troops 
in the field made by the governor, con- 
firmed by unanimoug vote of the senate 
of Georgia; was reappointed brigadier gen- 
eral C. S. A. in 1864; was made trustee of 
the Peabody Educational fund, which po-

ion was paid to his request. Again Gen- 
eral Jackson was pushed forward for the 
command of 4 brigade in Tennessee, and 
though the Gcorgia delégation earnestly 
represented his cause, and the entire staff 
of the brigade signed a petition for his ap- 
pointment, the whole affair Was disregard- 
ed by the powers at Richmond. 'The same 
humiliating experience was repeated sev- 
eral times, and General Jackson kept out 
of honorable and useful appointments. 

Throughout his life General Jackson was 
a democrat. He took part in all the con- 
ventions which declared for southern 
rights, and would undoubtedly have been 
elected to the governorship in 1853 had not 
he accepted the mission to Austria. On 
his return in 18588 be addressed the legisla- 
ture by invitation. On this occasion his 
riends assert, he attempted to divert the 
trouble which he saw ahead, by calling at- 
tention to the possibility and desirability 
of the acquisition of Cuba. It is generally 
admitted, that had his efforts been put 
forth at a less crucial period, they would 
not have fallen short of success. 

While Genera] Jackson was not an orig- 
inal when the time eame he 
did not dodge the issue, and declare@ that 
the sooner it Was met and passed the bet- 
ter. He did try to avert war by at- 
tempting to secure a dispassionate jnter- 
pretation of the federal constitution by 
the national democratic party, and worked 
heroically this end at the gecession 
convention, and even after its decree had 
been issued. He exerted his influence 
among the southern leaders at Washing- 
ton to secure political arb.tration of the 
difficulties threatening the north and 
south, but in vain,

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GORDON’S DEATH 
I$ A MYSTERY 


A Chattahoochee County Tragedy Bronght 
To Light. 


MURDERED MAN A MYSTERY 


Supposed That He Came from the 
Neighborhood of Cincinnati. 


ENGAGED IN THE DIGGING OF WELLS 


Although He Was a Man of Education 


He Engaged in a Menial 
Employment. 


Columbus, Ga, May  23.—(Special.)— 
Further details were received today of the 
killing of J. H. Gordon, a wh.te welldigger, 
by Robert McMurrain, a well-known citizen, 
in Chattahoochee county. 

The tragedy recalls the speculation in- 
dulged in about Gordon when he was ¢Q- 
gaged in well-digging in the section below 
Columbus. Gordon was a middle-aged man 
of fairly respectable appearance and there 
was naturally considerable curiosity as to 
why he should have chosen this rather 
humble calling.. He was cducated, and was 
well informed, and these and other clr- 
cumstances made many wonder if there 
was not a mystery in his life. It is said 
that he came south from Cincinnati, When 
he began digging- wells in this seetion he 
used dynamite in his work, accomplishing 
much more in this way than by the primi- 
tive methods. It is claimed that his pro- 
gressiveness in this respect was one of the 
causes that lead to his death. McMurrain, 
who shot Gordon, and who claims selt- 
defense, states that he had heard that the 
welldigger, who had done some work for 
him, had threatened to blow him up with 
dynamite if he did not pay him the balance 
on his bill by a certain date, which was last 
Friday. 

That night Gordon called.at his house, 
and in response to his inquiries finally ac- 
knowledged that he had made the threats. 
‘McMurrain, alarmed, stepped inside and 
got his shotgun, which was loaded with 
buckshot. He says that when he returned 
to the porch Gordon had arisen, and was 
apparently in the act of throwing a 
“capped” stick of dynamite at him. He 
shot him instantly, and Gordon ran about 
a hundred yards and fell, face downward, 
dead. next minute the netgnborhood 
was aroused by the loud ringing of Mc- 
Murrain’s farm bell. When a neighbor 
hastened to the scene, McMurrain tvid him 
the above story. 

There are several] features of the case 
which have~excited. comment. Owing to 
the nature of his wounds, doubt is express- 
ed as to the ability of Gordon to runa 
hundred yards. Then, the slugs in the 
charge spread in an unusual manner for a 
close range. No blood was discovered on 
the alleged route taken by Gordon from the 
house to where he fell. A dynamite stick 
was discovered by the dead man’s side, but 
it was reported that it was one which he 
had given to McMurrain a few days before. 
Besides himself, Mr. McMurrain’s wife was 
the only person on the scene. She has 
made no statement. 

The coroner, Jeff Davis, who is a negro, 
held an inquest, and the verdict of the 
jury was “unjustifiable homicide.” It is 
said that it is possible that further steps 
may be taken in the matter. Mr. McMur- 
rain has retained counsel, it is understood.

The re- 
sult was singularly gratifying. The march- 
ing was, as a rule, in excellent time, the 
alignments ,accurate and the _ distances 
well maintained. 

General Wilson expressed himself as de- 
lighted and very proud of the fact that the 
division, when maneuvered together for 
the first time, should act so much like reg-

TWO TRAINS IN COLLISION 


Northbound Vegetable Train and A 
Passenger with Troops Collide. 


ONE SOLDIER KILLED AND OTHERS INJURED 


Private Barbeq Was tin Act of Jumping 
from Train and Was Caught Be- 
tween the Cars and Killed. 


——————— 


Savannah, Ga., May 23.—(Special.)—At an 
early hour this morning section No. 4, of 
train No, 37, of the Florida Central and 
Penincular railway, collided with a 
vegetable train of the same system near 
Burroughs Station, a few miles out from 
Savannah, with fatal results. 

The passenger train was southbound, and 
made up of nine passenger and baggage 
coaches. It had on board the Third bat- 
talion of the First regiment of North Car- 
Olina volunteers, in command of Major 
George E. Butler, of Clinton, ang it was 
one of the privates of the battalicn who 
was killed. Another was injured so se- 
verely it is not believed he can recover. 

The @ead man is Private W. M. Barbee, 
of Durham, N. C., a_ member of company I, 
North Carolina volunteers. The injured sol- 
dier is Private J. M. Co!colough, of the 
same town and command. He is so badly 
injured internally that it is not believed 
he can recover. 

The troops were en route to Tampa, 
where they had been ordered by the gov- 
ernment. The Thirg regiment was travel- 
ing in four sections of train No. 37 of the 
Florida Central and Peninsular railway. 
The section which had the collision was the 
last. The first known in Savannah of the 
acc‘dent was when a flAagman met an out- 
going train ang stopped it. The delayed 
train put back to Savannah, and informed 
the gispatcher’s office of the wreck. 

Blame for the Wreck. 

The investigation made hurriedly this 
morning tends to show that the crew of the 
third section of train No. 37, which left Sa- 
vannah a half hour in advance of section 
No. 4, neglected to place green lights on 
the rear of their train to let the freight 
train waiting on a siding just beyond Bur- 
roughs for all the sections of the passen- 
ger train to pass, know that another sec- 
tion was to follow it. 

Private Barbee was with his company in 
the passenger coach nearest the two frejeht 
cars used to transport their baggage. He 
became terror-stricken, and tried to leap 
from the train. Just as he jumped the col- 
lision occurred and he was knocked between 
the two cars. His head was terribly nfash- 
ed and both his lower limbs broken. 

Private Colcolough also attempted to 
jump from the train and was badly in- 
jured. At 1 o'clock the body of Private 
Barbee was sent north via the Florida Cen- 
tral and Peninsular railway. It will go di. 
rect to his home in Durham. Private Col- 
colough was also sent north by the same 
train, the physicians having decided that 
he was strong enough to make the trip. The 
only escort to the remains of Private Bar- 
bee and to the injureq man was Private 
J. L. Eubanks. 

Sorrow Over Barbee’s Death. 

Raleigh, N. C., May 93.—(Special.)—There 
was profound grief here today at the news 
of the killing of Private Matthew Barbee 
and the probable fatal injury of Private J. 
W. Colcolough, both of tne Durham com- 
pany, of the First North Carolina volun- 
‘teers. Private Barbee’s grandfather lives_ 
in this city and is a veteran of both the 
Mexican and civil wars. Barbee’s father is 
a magistrate living near Nelson, Durham 
county. The dead man was: twenty-two 
years old and unmarried.

If changes are made the names of the 
new players must be submitted to the com- 
mittee and an affidavit made. In this way 
it is thought the teams will be equal in 
strength and good ball playing is expected. 
No cherge will be made to any of the 
games for ladies or children under ten 
years of age. Men will be admitted free 
to all games except those Rlayed on Satur- 
day, when 10 cents will be ¥harged at the 
gate. 

No admission fee will be charged to either 
the grand stand or the smoker and the 
gate money on Saturdays is only to pay 
for the expenditures in buying balls, bats. 
uniforms, lime and*a few other necessary 
articles. It is nat the intention to make 
money out of the-league and if it is found 
that the treasury: has enough in it to run 
the league for a while all games will be 
free. 

Frank M. Zimmerman, of the Atlanta 
Railway Company, has tendered the use of 
Brisbine park to the league and agrees to | 
haul all teame free of charge to the games 
and back to the city. At the meeting yes- 
terday Chief Joyner was elected chairman, 
but officers were not e.ected. 

The second meeting will be held Thurs- 
day at 12 o’clock in the office of Chief Joy- 
ner and all who are interested in baseball 
and the Atlanta league are invited to at- 
tend. No donations will be asked for and 
no one is expected to subscribe a cent to 
anything. The meeting will be open and 
the fans of the city are invited to be pres- 
ent.

Principal in the Sensational Episede 
Nysterieusly Disappears. 


SHE MAY HAVE LEFT THE CITY 


After Her Arrest She Was Taken in 
Charge by Miss Moore. 


THE STORY OF WER LIFE IN TEXAS 


Rembrant Still Lingers in a Prison 
_ Cell—He Is Anxious To See His 
Erstwhile Paramour. 

M who came to this city as the wife of 

J. Rembrant, the artist and vocalist, 
and who later figured in the rather sensa- 
tional circumstances of the arrival of her 
husband in this city, he having come to 
claim his boy, has completely disappeared 


and her friends are anxious to learn of 
her whereabouts. 

No systematic search has been made for 
her, but her friends are quietly on the look- | 
out for her, as they do not like to turn her 
adrift in the city. It is practically certain, 
say the police officials, that she is living 
under an assumed name, but where she is 
or what she is doing in order to make her 
living is not known. 

Rembrant is still in the county jail. He 
mopes during the entire day and at night 
does not sleep well. He makes no com- 
plaint, however, and takes his punishment 
as @ natural consequence of his wrong- 
doing. 

He has seen Mrs. Conley only once since 
his incarceration and then only for a few 
moments. The second time she called to 
see him she was refused admittance to the 
jail, it is said, and the morning after this 
refusal she disappeared. Her friends are 
certain that she has not left the city. 

Immediately after the story of the appear- 
ance of Conley, of Austin, Tex., who came 
to this city to claim his boy and denounce 
his wife, was published™Mrs. Conley was 
placed in the care of Miss Sue Holloway, 
police matron, at the police barracks. 

Rembrant was soon transferred to the 
jail and Mrs. Conley was released. She 
then sought Miss Lovey Moore, who is 
well known in this city for her mission and 
rescue work, and asked that a home be 
furnished her. She also asked to be advised 
as to what she had better do. 

| Mrs. Conley’s Story. 

Mrs. Conley confided in Miss Moore and 
told her the whole story of her meeting 
with Rembrant. She said she loved him 
before she went to his studio in Austin,

Mrs. Conley said she would never go with 
Rembrant under conditions as they had ex- 
isted in the past, and promised that if she 
could not secure a. divorce she would let 
him go unmolested’ Mrs. Conley said she 
was glad that her husband had taken away 
the boy, because she was not a fit person 
to keep him, and would be obliged to place 
him in an orphns’ home. . 

After Mrs. Conley disappeared it was 
rumored that she had gone back to Austin, 
Tex., to make a fight in the courts for the 
possession of her child, but this statement 
in regord to him made to Miss Moore, ex- 
ploded this theory. 

Miss Moore took Mrs. Conley into her 
home, corner Ivy and Houston street, and 
let her do the housekeeping. She had prom- 
ised for ‘benefactress that she would make 
no attempt to communicate with Rembrant 
until Miss Moore. who was ill at the time, 
was well enough to be present. 

Her Broken Promise. 

Last Tuesday Mrs, Conley broke this 
promise and went to the jail to see Rem- 
brant. She talked with him and returned 
to Miss Moore’s home, eaying nothing 
about her visit. Miss Sue Holloway saw a 
story in the papers concerning the visit 
of Mrs. Conley to Rembrant, and told Miss 
Moore, who refused to believe that Mrs, 
Conley had visited the jail. 

Mrs. Conley denied ‘having visited the ar- 
tist. Wednesday Mrs. Conley again called 
at the jail, but was denied admittance. In 
the meantime she had grown very reticent 
while in the presence of Miss Moore, and 
Thursday morning she left, saying that 
she had a position in a private family as a 
music teacher. ~ | 

During the time Mrs. Conley was at the 
home of Miss Moore she was known as Mrs. 
Carter, which was the name of her mother 
prior to her marriage. This name was 
adopted by consent of Miss Moore, who 
wished to save Mrs. Conley unnecessary 
embarrassment. Thursday morning when 
Mrs. Conley left Miss Moore she refused 
to tell where she was going, but announced 
that if any one desired to communicate 
with her they could do so through Mr. 
George Mau, who was a personal friend of 
Rembrant’s. 

Mr. Mau denies that he knows anything 
of the whereabouts of Mrs. Conley and he 
is himself anxious to learn where she is. 

Rembrant says he has not seen her since 
the afternoon she called at the jail to see 
him and that he feats some evil has come 
to her. It is said that the grand jury will 
investigate the cases of Mrs. Conley and 
Rembrant and it may be that the officers 
of the law will soon be searching for her. 

The cause of Mrs. Conley’s reticence dur- 
ing the last two days of her stay at the 
home of Miss Moore is peculiar and was 
caused by parties who either desired to 
scare her, thereby furnishing amusement 
for themselves, or to make her leave her 
temporary home. 


Thought She Was a Detective. 


It hag been discovered that Mrs. Conley 
was told that Miss Moore was a detective 
and was in the employ of the city detective 
department. She was told that her benefac- 
tress had only taken her off the streets in 
order to extract from her the story of her 
wrong doing and that as soon as this was 
accomplished she would be arrested and 
prosecuted. 

This is undoubtedly the cause of Mrs. 
Conley leaving Miss Moore, and the latter 
lady feels somewhat hurt, not only because 
the report should be starte¢, but also be-

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| cause Mrs. Conley would believe it in-the 
face of the kindnesses she had received. If 
she does not appear within a.short time 
it is probable that a search will be insti- 
tuted for her in order to save her from the 
pitfalls that beset an unattended woman in 
the city. 

From what she told Miss Moore in confi- 
dence it is believed that she has neither re- 
turned to her father’s house, nor gone to 
the home of her brother in Nebraska, but is 
stopping somewhere, and living by some 
means, in this city under an assumed name.

(dur correspondent, with that delight- 
ful bluntness characteristie of the aver- 
age and insular Briton, remarks: “Eng- 
land is not so dead gone on this country 
as you say, for there is a damned queer 
lot of hybrid curs in congress and over 
the country.” Alas! no thoughtful person 
in this country has ever for a moment 
doubted the real motives that lie' behind 
the recent expressions of British sympa- 
thy. They are purely political, and, in 
the nature of things, must be so. Any 
alliance between the two countries must 
be selfish: it could not be otherwise. 
But the selfishness of nations—especial- 
ly of the English-speaking nations— 
makes for progress and civilization, and, 
on the whole, for moral and social en- 
lightenment, 

ur correspondent finds a grievance 
in the fact that England is at present 
in a somewhat embarrassed position, 
and declares that “she never was strong- 
er than now—money, men and ships,” 
and that “Germany and Russia could not 
have oné inch of China’s so without 
England’s leave.” Well, our esteemed 
Briton will have to apply a larger glass 
to the foreign situation than the one he 
now uses. Germany did not ask Eng- 
land’s leave when she guddenly settled 
down on China's soil, nor dtd Russia. 
These powers settled down first ana 
used diplomacy afterwards. Should a 
Kuropean war actually come, England 
would probably have less embarrassment 
She is 
not embarrassed by fear, or by weakness, 
but by this problem: “How are we to 
have our way and still avoid war?”. 

That is the whole matter in a nutshell. 
Should war come, England would “sweep 
the seas,” as our correspondent put% it; 
but what then? She couldn’t sweep 
Russia out of China and India, nor out 
of Turkey. In fine, there would be 
great doubt and confusion, and the prob- 
ability is that Great Britain would come 
out of the contest in a somewhat bat- 


stein, But when Prince Bismarck tame 
upon the scene he utterly ignored the 
treaty; and on the pretext that Denmark 
had made certain changes in her consti- 
tution which wére prejudicial to the in- 
terests of German citizens living in the 
provinces, he proceeded at onee, with 
the help of Austria, to formally annex 
them. . Of course, Austria was entitled 
to some measure of the spoils, but in 
order to avoid the necessity of dividing 
them, Prince Bismarck, on the part of 
Prussia, entered into secret negotiations 
with Italy. When Austria complained 
of Prussia's refusal to divide the spoils, 
Prince Bismarck made it convenient to 
hatch up some pretext for dissolving re- 
lations with that power and for subdu- 
ing, with the aid of Italy, the kingdoms 
of Hanover, Hesse and Saxony. Such 
is the manner in which he succeeded in 
laying the foundations of the present 
German empire. In view of the good 
results which have ‘accrued from the 
somewhat doubtful methods employed 
by Prince Bismarck, we are not disposed 
to criticise him too severely: but when 
he takes it upon himself to lecture the 
United States on its aggressiveness, we 
cannot fail to be amused at the codntra- 
gah attitude in which he puts him- 
self. ; 

If the truth must be told, Prince Bis- 
marck entertains little friendship for the 
United States; and regardless of the 
course which we have taken in espous- 
ing the cause of down-trodden and op- 
pressed Cuba, he sees therein naught but 
the motives which have been the dom- 
inating forces in his own career. Well 
is he called, even in his old age, “the 
man of blood and iron.” 
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Gibraltar.

Declares That Congress Will Have 
Time To Give All Needed. |

Washington. May 23.—At the open‘ng of 
today’s session of the senate a communi- 
cation was received from Secretary ot! 
War Alger, together with a draft of a bill 
providing for a gradual increase in the 
number of officers of the corps of en- 
gineers. 

The bill provides that the corps of en- 
gineers of the army shall consist hereafter 
of one chief of engineers with rank of 
brigadier general, seven colonels, four- 
teen lieutenant colonels, twenty-eight ma- 
jors, thirty-five captains, thirty first lieu- 
tenants, twelve second lieutenants and the 
battalion of engineers. All promotions shall 
be made by seniority. 

The communication and bill were referred 
to the military affairs committee. 

After the transaction of some routine 
business, Mr. Allison called up the war 
revenue measure. He announced that when 
the senate adjourned on Friday the pend- 
ing question was upon the amendment of- 
fered by Mr. MeEPnery, of Louisiana, re- 
moving the proposed corporation tax from 
certain classes of corporations, which were 
such in name only.

| Another fact is that the rainy season 
has begun—the season that is said to 
‘breed malaria and disease on Cuban 
soil. Contemporaneously with the open- 
ing of the rainy season, we must an- 
nounce the opening of a long-expected 
jeoutroversy between yellow fever ex- 
perts. A yellow fever expert is not nec- 
essarily a physician; he need not even be 
a@sanittarian. It is enough that he has 
had the fever and recovered. Thencefor- 
forward he is an expert. On the other 
hand, he may be a physician who has 
chad experience in the treatment of the 
disease. Anyhow, the controversy has 
begun and it will soon be raging, the 
point at issue being whether troops in 
tents will suffer from the disease to any 
serious extent, or whether they will not: 
in fine, whether it is wise to invade Cu- 
‘ba now, or whether it would be wiser to 
‘wait until October. Meanwhile. noth- 
ing ts said of the fact that more Spanish 
‘troops have died of dysentery than of 
yellow fever. 
| Such is the situation at present. Hu- 
manity would suggest that, if there is to 
‘be any further postponement, supplies 
should in some way be sent to the unfor- 
tunates in whose name and behalf war 
iwas declared. If we cannot free Cuba 
until next fall, we can at least do some- 
thing to mitigate the condition of those 
twhom we have penned up in the island. 


To an Angry Briton. 

_ We have received a letter from a cor- 
respondent in Philadelphia in regard to 
an editorial article copied from The Con- 
stitution into The Evening Telegraph. It 
seems that The Constitution, in discus- 
sing the friendly attitude of England, 
and the suggestion of an Anglo-Ameri- 
can alliance, pointed out the isolated po- 
sition of Great Britain at this time. This 
has stirred the bile of our correspon- 
dent, who is evidently an Englishman, 
and he writes us just such a charming 
Jetter as an angry Englishman can write, 
giving us an object lesson in regard to 
the real feelings of the average Briton 
toward the United States. 

' $So far, therefore, the letter is inter. 
esting, lifting, as it were, a corner of 
the curtain. But our esteemed British 
friend (or friends, for the letter is signed 
“Jones & Co.”) mistakes the drift and 
‘tenor of The Constitution's article. When 
‘it is said that England’s positon with re- 
‘spect to the European powers is one of 
fsolation, it is not the same as saying 
that she is weak. Isolation is not weak- 
ness. It may be a source of weakness; 
but very frequently it is a source of 
Strength. Bismarck has lately declared 
that England would be glad to bein the 
Dreibund. This is doubtful, to say the 
least, but, at any rate, the statement 
expresses in a different way what The 
Constitution meant by isolation. Eng- 
Jand is not in*the Dreibund. England is 
not a partner to any existing European 
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progress if her foreign trade were entire- 
ly blotted out, being self-sustaining and 
self-supporting in every respect what-

General Henry R. Jackson. 

One of the most distinguished land- 
marks of this state disappears in the 
death of General Henry R. Jackson. 

Though ripe for the sickle of the grim 
reaper, it is nevertheless with deep re- 
gret that the announcement of the death 
of this illustrious Georgian falls upon 
the ears of the people of the state, En- 
tering public life when “Howell Cobb, 
Robert Toombs, Herschel VY. Johnson, 
Charles J. Jenkins and other notabilities 
were in their prime, General Jackson 
forced his way with commanding prow. 
ess to the front, and such were his mag- 
nificent endowments that he did not suf- 
fer even in comparison with the most 
brilliant luminaries of that period. 
Throughout his long career extended to 
the patriarchial limit of nearly four- 
score years, he exemplified the sturdy 
virtues peculfar to the ante-bellum mold 
of statesmanship. 

feneral Jackson was called upon to 
fill various positions of responsibility 
and usefulness. As minister to Mexico 
several years ago he added greatly to his 
own reputation besides serving the coun- 
try with distinguished credit. But 
the crowning achieyements of his 
life were won on-the field of battle. 
In the war with Mexico and subsequent- 
ly in the war between the states, Gen- 
eral Jackson figured with commanding 
prominence, advancing swiftly from one 
post of honor to another. 

At the bar General Jackson achieved 
well-deserved success. In the realm of 
letters he also made his influence felt, 
one of his earliest compositions being 
the famous poem entifled, “The Red Old 
Hills of Georgia.” 

The commonwealth sincerely mourns 
the death of her illustrious son. She 
treasures the memory of his life with 
tenderness. 
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Bismarck on the War. 

When the man of blood and fron un- 
dertakes in one of his surly moods to 
pronounce judgment upon the United 
States for what he is pleased to call its 
“aggressiveness” in going to war with 
Spain, he apparently forgets that he is 
heaping condemnation upon his own 
shoulders. 

Without stopping to refute the unjust 
criticism, it suffices to observe that if 
the course which we have taken in the 
present war is not sustained dy the high- 
est considerations of justice, humanity 
and good faith, then certainly the last 
man on earth to criticise it is Prince 
Otto von Bismarck. We say this in no 
deprecation of the superb abilities of the 
illustrious German who, more than any 
other product of the empire, has con- 
tributed to bring about the unification 
of the modern fatherland. We readily 
pay tribute to his genjus; but when 
Prince Bismarck begins to fumble with 
the word “aggressiveness” it is time 
for him to cautiously beware of getting 
into hot water. 

Going back some few years prior to 
the unification of the German empire, in 
1871, we find that the methods put into 
effect by Prince Bismarck for the pur- 
pose of accomplishing his cherished ob- 
ject savor strongly of aggressiveness, if 
not of downright absolutism. We meén- 
tion only one of them in this connec- 
tion. When sweeping the horizon for 
the purpose of finding territory to annex 
to Prussia, the leading German state, the 
eagle eye of Prince Bismarck rested 
upon Schleswig and Holstein. These 
provinces’ belonged to Denmark; and 
though not incorporated strictly within 
the bounds of that power, they were nev- 


ertheless the recognized nees of 
Denmark. In 1848 there had been some 
controversy between Denmark and the 


German states over these provinces, but | ada,

France and Spain together furnished for 
the enterprise some 36,000 men, besides 
forty-seven ships, ten floating batteries, 
carrying 212 guns, and other equipments. 
Only 7,000 men garrisoned the fortress, 
but such was the security in which they 
were intrenched and such were the pro- 
visions with which they were supplied 
that they found little difficulty in resist- 
ing the vigorous fire of the enemy. Ex- 
hausted in their efforts to reduce the 
fortress, the combined powers eventual- 
ly decided to give up the enterprise. 
Since that.time Gibraltar has continued 
in England’s undisturbed possession. 

Of course great changes have been 
wrought in the conditioh of the strong- 
hold within the past one hundred years. 
England has invested it with ponderous 
guns of the most improved mechanism, 
besides otherwise adding to its strength. 
Six months’ supplies of ammunition are 
kept on hand constantly, together with 
other needed provisions. On account of 
the security which it derives from its 
immense guns as well as from its natur- 
al environment, the fortress does not 
require the services of more than 5,000 
men to garrison it. 

England is justly proud of Gibraltar, 
which, under the shadow of her flag, has 
become the world’s symbol for invinci- 
bility. But how must Spain feel?

GREATEST SECRECY I$ MAINTAINED 


Only Three Men in Atlanta Knew That 
the Colonel, Surgeon Julian and 
Two Aides Had Left City for 
Cuba, Where Freedom 
Awaits Them. 


In forty-eight hours Colonel Vincente de 
Cortijo will be in command of Havana. He 
will be in company with Surgeon Isedro 


nez and Ignacio Sova. These four men were 
confined in the guardhouse at Fort Me- 
Pherson Sunday as United States prison- 
ers of war. 

Their transformation is brought about by 
an exchange which has been arranged be- 
tween the monarchy of Spain and the re- 
public of the United States, ‘Within the 
same number of houra the two newspaper 
correspondents who have been confined in 
the dungeon of Morro castle much longer 
than the Spanish officers and privates have 
been helg in the clean, cool and comforta- 
ble cells at the post, will have their free- 
dom. 

The prisoners who left here Sunday night 
Fla,, 
o'clock. They boarded a steamer at that 
place immediately for Key West, 
they will arrive at 12 o'clock this morning. 
From there they will go on one of the 
United States criusers to Havana and un- 
der a flag of truce the exchange will be 
made ang the six men. will be given their 
freedom, so quickly snatcheg from them by 
the fortune, or rather ill-fortune, of war.

It. was made public yesterday morning 
for the first time that as soon as Colonel 
Cortijo got his liberty and was again with- 
in the lines of the Spanish army in Cuba, 
he would be placed in command of the larg- 
est city, most important post on the island 
and the principal object of attack by the 
enemy. 

Since this announcement was made it ts 
believed that the feebleness shown by Colo- 
nel Cortijo was a cunning trick played upon 


that the colonel] for himself might gam a 
little more liberty and freedom of action 
than he would have obtained hag he ap- 
peared robust and strong. 

- It has been learned since Colonel] Cor- 
tijo and his aides left here that he is one 
of the ablest officers of the Spanish army 
in Cuba and that he has been greatly 
missed. His sterling council in solving the 
perplexing problems that present them- 
selves to the Spanish Officers while they are 
fighting the Cubans has been longeg for 
that a coup d’etat might be worked upon 
the enemy. 

The Ratio Is Four to Two. 

Tt has not been explained why four pris- 
oners were taken from the guardhouse at 
the post instead of just two, as had been 
expected. It was thougbt a man would be 
exchanged for a man, but it was saiq yes- 
terday that two would be given for each 
of the newspaper correspondents. 

The trip made by the Spanish prisoners 
to Havana will be one of the quickest that 
has been accomplished siuce the war began 
and as there will He no obstacles in the 
way, the men will not suffer in consequence 
of the long journey. Only the shortest 
stops will be made ep route and at the 
places where meals are obtaine@ the iden- 
tity of the prisoners will be kept under 
cover as much as possible. 

The prisoners are under scarcely any 
guard. Captain John W. Bubb ie the only 
American with them. No privates accom- 
pany them to prevent an escape or any at- 
tempt of the men to gain their freedom 
before they: get to Havana. Captain Bubb 
will go with them to Key West, where he 
will deliver them in charge of the navy 
officials and return at once to Fort Mc- 


Pherson. : 

No trouble is apprehended from the men, 
as they are all very anxious to get back 
to their homes in Cuba. As escape in this 
country, it is said, could mean but one 
thing, and that recapture and imprison- 
ment, they would be compelled to .suffer 
more punishments and hardships than the

Prisoners Spirited Away. 

No more secrecy has been maintained by 
the officers of the army regarding’ the 
changes that were were being made or the 
movement of troops than was done in send- 
ing the four Spanish prisoners from the 
post and startinf them on their way to 
Cuba and freedom. 

Only three men in Atlanta knew when 
the men would be moved, under what cir- 
cumstances they would travel, what route 
they would take, where they would stop 
Or anything of the beginning of the ex- 
change, the first incident of the kind that 
has happened during the present struggle. 

These men were Colonel Cook, comman- 
dant of the post; First Lieutenant Nor- 
moyle, attached to the commandant’s staff, 
aad Captain John Bubb, of the Fourth 
infantry, who has been at the post for a 
short time. It is thought that First Lieu- 
tenant Chatfield, who is adjutant of the 
regiment, must have known of the depar- 
ture of the prisoners. It is only known that 
the first three officers named knew what 
was about to be done, as they were direci- 
ly connected with the movement. 

It is not believed that the prisoners them- 
selvey knew what was to be done with 
them when they were informed that they 
must put on their traveling clothes, pack 
their belongings in as small space as pos- 
sible and prepare for departing for another 
place. 

Prisoners Kept in Ignorance. 

They were denied the knowledge that they 
would be exchanged when the fact became 
officially known, and it is thought that for 
the sake of safety and to keep the other 
prisoners who have been left behind from 
knowing what has become of their com- 
rades, it were better not to tell the ones 
that were about to be taken away. 

The men were hustled into an army car- 
riage in front of the guard house Sunday 
night shortly after dark. In the carriage 
whem it started out of the post were Cap- 
tain Bubb, Lieutenant Normoyle and the 
four prisoners. The baggage was with them 
and they were hurried away to the Southern 
railway shops, just out of the city limits, 
near Pittsburg. 

Here the army carriage 
got out, the baggage was

when he suddenly saw ahead of the engine 
the bright glare of a red lantern. 

Government Stopped the Train. 

He knew this meant but ome thing, and 
he quickly brought the train to a standstill. 

By the bright light of the headlight he 
could see the uniforms of the officers and 
those of the prisoners. 

He recognized Mr. H. F. Cary, passenger 
agent of the Southern, and after a few 
whispered words with the conductor, the 
men were placed on board. 

The baggage was put on the baggage car 
and the sigmal for the train to pull out 
was given. The imaginations of the train- 
men were working rapidly. Those who had 
seen the men in uniform did not know they 
were Spaniards, but thought that some dark 
and mysterious maneuvers were being made 
wader the direction of the war department 
and suspicion is said to have been every- 
where, 

The minds of the trainmen were not satie- 
fied and their éuriosity knew no bounds 
until it was rumored about that there wae 
no danger, and that it was only a quartet 
of Spanish prisomers, 

The prisoners, with Captain Bubb, en- 
tered one of the coaches and spent ithe 
night smoking cigarettes and dozing. They 
seemed happy after they were safely on the 
train, but while they were being handled by 
the United States officers, it is said, a cuon- 
tinual murmuring of low Spanish could 
be heard and the men at times talked in 
whispers from fright. The two privates 
trembled as they. weré placed upon the 
train, but were soon assured that no harm 
would come to them for the present. 

It is said that the officers ‘had positive 
orders to tell nothing concerning the de- 
parture of the prisoners. They sncceeded 
in obeying orders. Colonel Cook was seen 
Sunday afternoon by a Constitution repre- 
sentative and said, in most posi‘tive tones,

matter and could not say when the prison- 
ers would be moved. 

At 9:30 o’clock Sunday night, while the 
prisoners were speeding on their way near- 
ly fifty miles from Atlanta, a celephone 
message from one of the officers at the 
post to The Conetitution stated that the 
prisoners, including Colonel Cortijo, Surgeon 
Julian and the others, were peacefully 
sleeping in the guard house at the post 
and they had not been taken away and no 
orders for their removal had been received. 

It is said that the object of this secrecy 
was that the officials did not wish crowds 
to gather along the route to see the Span- 
jards, as would have been the case had 
it been known. It is beheved by many that 
if it was learmed that only one guard ac- 
campanied the prisoners an attempt to res- 
cue might be made somewhere along the 
route and cause much trouble. To avoid 


all casualties, great secrecy was necessary,

‘First from That State Passes

GOOD LOOKS AND APPETITES 


Men Clamor for Food and Say They 
Must Have It. 


ANOTHER BATTALION COMES TODAY 


More Troops To Follow and the Week 
Will Be One of Activity for Rail- 
roads in Soldier Traffic—Sup- 
plies Soon To Come 
This Way. 


Three hundred boys from Iowa, going to 
the front, passed through the city last 
night en route to Tampa. They made up 
one entire battalion of infantry, were en- 
tirely uniformed and equipped, and it was 
one of the best appearing bodies of troops 
that has yet been seen in Atlanta. 

Ten coaches, one sleeper, one baggage 
car and one box car were required to carry 
them’ and the engines made a loud noise 
puffing and blowing as they came through 
the western side of the city. This noise, 
however, was drowned by the cheering of 
the soldiers as they came through. the 
yards of the Southern railway. 

It was a noisy lot of soldiers, and their 
appetites when they reached here were 
such that the latter caused their owners 
to raise a loud clamor for food. Evidently 
what they had had did not suffice them 
and more seemed absolutely necessary to 
keep life in their bodies. 

Some of them were satisfied, but many

of them left here in the same condition they 
came. 

The trains carrying the soldiers arrived 
at 10 o'clock and after a stop of fifteen 
minutes hurried on over the Southern to 
their destination. At Everett the trains will 
go over the Florida Central and Peninsular 
to Tampa, arriving there about 10 o'clock 
tonight. 

The battalion was composed of the 
flower of the young men of the western 
state. The larger number of them came 
from Des Moines. and they said that tears 
were shed for them when they boarded the 
train ahd commenced the journey across 
the continent. : 

This morning the Second battalion of the 
same regiment will arrive and the Third 
battalion will reach Tampa a short. time 
after the other two. The Second battalion 
is composed of 300 men, also from Des 
Moines. Nine coaches, one Pullman and 
two baggage cars are necessary to Carry 
them. 

More troops are expected through here 
during the week and as the corps of the 
army is gathering at Tampa, nearly all 
of the soldiers making up the division 
which will start into Cuba from that place 
will go through Atlanta. Almost the full 
complement has arrived there, but several 
regiments are yet needed to make the di- 
vision complete. 

The railroads are pleased with the traffic 
and say they find no trouble in, handling 
the soldiers.

IGIRL'S RELATIVES 


BLAME KENADY 


There Seems Te Be Two Sides te the 
Hanvey-Kenady Affair. 


MER RELATIVES HAVE A SAY 


Claim the Young Girl Owes Her Down- 
fall to Kenady. 


STATE THE BOY'S PAST RECORD IS BAD 


They Charge Him with Having Com- 
mitted Numerous, Thefts—What 
Her People Have To Say. 


T seems that the case of young Thomas 
| Kenady, who recently took $625 of his 

father’s money, going to Chattanooga, 
where he telegraphed Ethel Hanvey to join 
him, has two sides. The story of the theft 
from his father and of his subsequent ar- 
rest and return to this city has been printed 
in full. 

Mr. J. T. Kenady, in the interview print- 
ed yesterday morning, according to the 
other side of the case, places the blame 
of the affair on Ethel Hanvey, saying that 
his son was led astray by the woman. The 
friends of the girl say that it was she who 
was led astray by Thomas Kenady, and 
that he is responsible for her present con- 
dition in life. 

Mrs. W. D. Mitchell, the grandmother of 
Ethel Hanvey, yesterday gave the follow- 
ing interview for publication: 

“Ethel and Tom have known each other 
ever since they were small children. They 
were, in fact, practically reared together. 
I notice Mr. J. T. Kenady,. Tom’s father, 
says that he never saw Ethel until a few 
days ago, when he went to call on her in 
regard to this stolen money. 

“This is positively untrue, because she 
was raised under his very eyss, and has 
been to his house a number of times, and 
he has seen her and Tom together. After 
Molly, Ethel’s mother, was killed, the little 
girl came to live with her grandfather, and 
then Tom came to visit her. 

“Mr. Mitchell is so affected by the 
trouble that has come upon us that he is 
almost blind, but he had seen so much of 
the world, that he knows men and boys 
thoroughly, and when first he heard Tom 
Kenady’s voice,’ after he had begun to visit 
Ethel, Mr. Mitchell disapproved of his 
attentions. 

“We-told Ethel that he was not a fit 
companion for her, and warned her of 
the consequences of going with such boys, 
but she would not listen. She was attract- 
ed by Tom from the start, and persisted in 
allowing him to visit her. This had some- 
thing to do with her leaving our house and 
going to her Grandma Hanvey’s home. 

“After Ethel went astray, she told me 
herself, while she was crying, that it was 
Tom who led her astray, and I firmly 
believe her. He has always been a bad 
boy, and he is the cause of Ethel being in 
the house she is now living in.” 

Mrs. J. H. Elsworth, who resides at 328 
Simpson street, is a lady of refinement and 
‘culture. She has resided in her present 
home for a number of years and has known 


Tom Kenady since he was a very smull - 


. 


boy. She says that it is wrong to place 
the blame of the affair on Ethel Hanvey 
and yesterday in speaking of the subjecé, 
eaid: 

“Of course Bthel Hanvey has done wrong, 
and while there is much that may be said 
on her side, I do not desire to speak on 
that subject. I notice that Mr. Kenady, 
in his interview, tries to shield Tom. This 
is perfectly natural, and for this no one 


blames him, but he has tried to lay the. 


blame of the affair on Ethel Hanvey, and 
says Tom states that she induced him to 
Steal the money. 

“This is untrue, as every one in this 
néighborheod bdiieves, because of Tom 
Kenady’s past record. He has always been 
a bad boy, and has been caught stealing 
Cn a number of occasions, despite the 
statement of Mr. Kenaay that it was only 
he who suffered. 

“Tom stole $1.45 from our cook a number 
of years ago. She was a German girl and 
Tom confessed after he had been whipped 
by his father. This money was returned. 
Some time later he stole money from our 
butler, and this also was returned. 

“One day he eame here and announced 
that he would get a drink of water. I was 
not present at the time, but as soon as I 
returned I began to look through the house 
to see if anything was missing and found 
the watch of my son, W. P. Elsworth, who 
is at present a student in the, university 
at Oxford, missing. 

“Tom confessed to the theft. and told 
the name of the man with whom he had 
pawned it. This man had cleaned the! 
watch only a short time before and recog- 
nized it. He did not know my son by name, | 
but knew that it was not the property of 
Tom Kenady, and as an excuse for keeping | 
it without losing money told Tom he did 
not have the change at that time. He re- | 
fused to give the watch to Mr. J. T. Ken-; 
ady, but returned it us soon as my son 
went after it. The Kenadys explained this , 
theft by saying Tom took the watch and 
pawned it as a joke. 

“Tom Kenady hid behind some barrels in 
the store of A. J. Lyons on Jones avenue, 
and after the store was closed up be was 
seen going through the cash drawer. Mr. 
Kerady has been a loser before. Tom at 
one time stole money from his father with 
which to go to New York after Ethel Han- 
vey. A portion of this money was recov- 
ered, the balance was lost. J 

“The reputation of Tom Kenady. there-) 
fore, is not good. The things I have toid 
are known all over the neighborhood, and 
there are others who have suffered. To 
hold him up as an example of youthful. 
innocence led astray by Ethel Hanvey is 
wrong, and I have only spwken to correct / 
the erroneous impression.”’

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Injunction Was Refused by Judge

An old case was settled before Judge 
Lumpkin westerday morning.

Squeeze in July in All Active Opticn 

Markets Something Phenomenal. 
From The*Wall Street Journal. 

The aitoesion of the wheat market is a 
very peculiar one. A corner in May wheat 
is not anything surprising in a way, but 
the tremendous squeeze which has been 
seen in July wheat ih all the active option 
markets in this country and abroad is some- 
thing phenomenal. The scare which 
brought about this stampede of July shorts 
is something so unusual as to stand almost 
alone in the records of the market. That 
it was 2 scare is evident from the fact 
that the advance began three months be- 
fore the termination of the option and in 
that three months a vast amount of wheat 
will be harvested and ready for delivery. 
Already the harvest in north Africa is un- 
der way, and that wheat will be moving 
forward to French markets within a short 
time. The Indian harvest was over months 
ago and the Indian shipments are very 
heavy, while the world’s exports at this 
season fo the year have never heen equaled 
and were the largest for the year. Harvest- 
ing has begun in Texas and wheat from 
the southwest will move more or less 
promptly influenced by the high prices and 
in neutral bottoms the danger of ship- 
ments from the gulf is slight. The condi- 
tion of the crop in the southwest is very 
fine and the estimates of the outturn of 
the great southwest, souh of the middle 
line of Kansas is figured at 100,000,000 bush- 
els or 25,000,000 bushels more than last yea® 
While but little wheat will be available 
for export in July, excepting for southern 
wheat from the gulf and perhaps Tennes- 
see wheat from Newport News, the supply 
of new wheat for home use will be stead- 
ily increased from this time forward. 
immense world’s exports and the enormous 
increase in the movement of wheat from 
first hands in America shows the influence 
of high prices to bring out wheat, and it 
has been historic that the end of a short 
crop has always been disappointing in the 
supply which could be produced from the 
nooks and crannies of the wheat bins. 

There now remain in interior elevators 
about one million bushels of wheat against 
six and one-half last year, and predictiony 
are that the result will be that wheat for 
milling will be very scarce during the 
balance of the season. Spring wheat miils 
have to run on old wheat until the middle 
or end of September. New wheat its avail- 
able before that time, but it Is usually not 
in good milling condition much before Sep- 
tember. If the harvest time is dry, spring 
wheat will be earlier than usual, or possihbiy 
the latter part of August. Private advices 
from the northwest are to the effect that 
mills are now buying wheat where it can 
be obtained to advantage. some using a 
large portion of hard Kansas wheat in the 
manufacture of flour with excellent suc- 
cess. The price at which contract wheat 
is selling in the northwest {s so high that 
unless mills can get off grade wheat, the 
opportunity for doing business is limited to 
comparatively few markets, as in all 
markets there is so muvcn reselling of flour 
by jobbers and dealers who had some flour 
bought and are willing to take profits that 
onlv in a few instances have the full mill 
limits been paid. Offerings from the miils 
are very irregular, and some have bought 
off grades. of wheat here andNSthere, «o 
that they are able to make flour to ad- 
vantage. The difference between the 
amount of wheat used of No. 1 northern in 
off grade wheat varies from five to ten 
pounds in a barrel of flour.

The relief from the 
selling pressure came from the bidding up 
of July, which was quite easily effected on 
account of the small open interest in it.

Shells will 
burst everywhere around it, and to that 
babel will be added the roar of the force 
blast under the engines, the tremendous re- 
ports of the heavy guns, and the din of the 
Quick-fire and machine guns in chorus, In 
such circumstances as this, aided by such 
knowledge as he can get by looking out 
through the little peephole in front of him 
4&8 Well as the smoke will let him, the cap- 
tain must control the tremendous forces 
under his command and his decisions are 
Matters of seconds. ° 

Nobody now believes that a captain who 
finds his vision throtigh the slits ef the 
tower cut off by smoke will stay thus shut 
up. It is extremely doubtful if it will be 
physically possible for him to remain there 
after the shélls commence to hammer its 
sides and burst against it, and in any event, 
the intense anxiety to see and know clear- 
ly what the enemy is doing will inevitabiy 
lead him to take his chance in the open. 
Comming tower or. no.eonning tower, his 
duty is to place himself at whatever point 
he can manage his ship to the best advan- 
tage. And this he will certainly do. Lord 
Charles Beresford, with grim numor, has

After a 
great deal of discussion it was decided not 
to abolish the section, but continue its op- 
eration as previously. It was proposed also 
to s@parate the section of science and édu- 
cation and deal with them under different 
heads, but put to the vote the measure 
was defeated. 


Yearly Dues Ratsed. 


A matter which seemed at time to 
threaten quite a revolution in the club was 
the raising of the yearly dues, but was 
settled with little difficulty. Investigation 
proved that whereas the club 
yearly for merely the necessary 
of operation was $950, the amount realized 
from yearly dues was only $300, and no as- 
sessments had been made upon club mem- 
bers during the year. The remainder of the 
money necessary for running expenses had 
been realiged by the advertising board, 
containing the names of firms advertising 
at the club, and which firms the club wo- 
men pledge themselves to patronize. 

During the past year several eminent 
lecturers have lectured at the club and the 
members, as well as their friends, enjoyed 
these free of charge. Classes in parliamen- | 
tary law have been conducted, and as the 
club develops more lectures and similar ad- 
vantages are demanded. In order to meet 
these demands the treasury had to be in- 
creased. Again it was the spirit of the 
club to be able to accompany the philan- 
thropic work of their organization by con- 
tributions from time to time to the vafious 
objects coming under the head of this sec- 
tion. and in order to do this the treasury 
was to be called upon. 

All these facts were presented in enthusi- 
astic speeches made by club women wishing 
to raise the yearly dues. The motion was 
carried by a two-thirds vote and the initia- 
tion fee for membership made $2 and the 
amount of yearly dues $3. 


Mutual Improvement Club, 


A most interesting and gratifying feature 
of the club meeting yesterday was the re- 
port read and the presence of members of 
the Woman’s Mutual Improvement Club, a 
division of the Woman’s Club work in the 
factory and poorer districts. This division 
club is an outcome of the philanthropy sec- 
tion, of which Mrs. McCabe is chairman, 
and is an institution that the club may 
well be proud of. At the time that the free 
kindergarten school, on Hilliard street, 
called “The Woman's Club school,’’ was 
started the ladies of the philanthropy see- 
tion in developing the school came in inti- 
mate touch with the children and deter- 
mined if possible to reach the mothers 
through them. These mothers were found 
to be an industrious element of women, 
who were busy from morning till night with 
their household affairs or compelled to work 
away from home in order to help support 
their children, and had little recreation in 
life. What little money they had wemt to- 
ward their livelihood and nothing was left 
by which they could purchase books or 
papérs and inform themselves upon those 
matters that are known by more fortunate 
wonten. 

The members of the philanthropy section 
going among these women organized a 
club among them which met every Wednes- 
day and at which a_ series of talks 
were given that hinged upon 
those matters of vital importance 
to women in home life. Instructions were 
given on all household matters, and such

A DANGEROUS POSITION. 


The Captain of aShip Must Be a Brave 
and Heady Man. 

Of all on board, the man who stands in 
the greatest peril is the captain. In the 
battleships and cruisers Iris position is in 
a cylindrical box of steel, placed just un- 
der the bridge, well forward, which is called 
the conning tower. The armor of ft is 
thick enough ordinarily to resist the pene- 
tration of heavy projectiles. It contains 
the speaking tubes and electrical wires, 
whereby he communicates with the guns, 
engines and helm, and sometimes appara- 
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évil hour. As the vessel becomes water- 
logged her speed falis off and’ her maneu- 
vering capacity is reduced» so hat the 
enemy may then pick his position of ad- 
Vantage and shatter her with his guns or 
administer a coup de grace with another 
torpedo. 

Altogether the prospects of one’s coming 
out of a naval engagement unhurt are far 
from, bright. Even the wounded stand a 
poorer chance than was the case in the old 
wooden ships. How the surgeons are to 
get at them with the vessel diviced into a 
honeycomb of compartments, with no dl- 
rect communication where théy can bé 
conveyed directly from the guns without 
traversing doors and, passages intricate snd 
many. is difficult to inderstand. Those who 
happen to be stationed in the battleships 
directly over the torpedo or handling rooms 
may perhaps be lowered at onee to sur- 
geons there placed, but what is to become 
of the rest in more distant positions ‘s not 
clear. . 

All of this goes to show the great ad- 
vantage of the almost perfect discipline 
and drill now prevailing in the navy. _§ In- 
deed, i+ never hes been #0 completely rec-4 
ognized as jt is at the present day that the 
best protection for a Wwafship’s crew is 
their own. fighting capacity. No armor is 
so efficient as celerity of ection and gord 
gunnery. That stig “will win, and inet- 
dentally save the greater number. cf lives 
of its men, which first plants an effective 
projectile in a vital part of the enemy. The 
sea fight will not be gained by the ship 
which withstands the most pounding, but 
by the ship which puunds hardest and 
quickest, and. so destroys or impairs her 
antagonist’s pounding capacity. It is that 
swift attack and superior marksmanship 
which above all else characterige the crews 
of the warsuips of the United States, and 
it is in Just this that the Spaniards are 
most deficient.

TLANTA may get the convention of 
A county commissioners of Georgia which 

is scheduled to meet in Macon on July 
#th. The commissioners of Bibb coumty 
do not think it is a good plan to hold the 
meeting there on the date named and heve 
said so in a letter written to Mr. A. lL. 
Kontz, who is secretary of the Georgia As- 
sociation of County Commissioners, 

At the meeting of the Fulton county 
commissioners yesterday they indivi-lually 
framed a letter, which was sent to Presi- 
dent C. M. Featherstone, of the state as- 
sociation. The letter from the commis- 
sioners of Bibb county was also referred to 
itherstone to show the sentiment 
of the Bibb county commissioners. 

In the Bibb commissioners’ letter it was 
seid that the commissioners of that county 
did not think it was advisabie to hold the 
convention at time named and that 
Macon was hardly a suitable place. It 
stated that on account of the war, which 
was a serious drawback, and the reunion to 
be held in Athkanta at the same time as the 
convention is appointed to meet in Macon, 
it would be difficult for the commissi ners 
of the state to attend, and requested that 
the convention be indefinitely poszvened. 

Other reasons were cited why the con- 
vention should not be held there at the 
time named. The letter. as soon 7s 1eceiv- 
ed, was forwarded to the president of the 
association and he was requested by Seere- 
tarv Kontz to take it under advisement 
and consult with the executive committee 
of the state association as to the advisa- 
bility of calling the meeting off.
